V 3 ral,who on this behalf proſecutes for our ſaid Lord the King,appears here 

in his own perſon in the Court of.our faid Lord the King,betore the King himlſcelt at Yeſt- 
minſter on Munday next after the Quindene of $t.Martin ( viz»Nov.27.) in the ſame Terms 
and for our ſaid Lord the King, Ia this Court. to underſtand and be informed, That 
the Mayor and Commonalty and Citizens of the. City of Loydon atorcſaid, for the ſpace 
of one month ft paſt, and longer; have vſed; and do yct uſe, and claim to have and uſe 
(without any Warrant or Royal Grant)within the City of London aforeſaid, and the Li- 
bertics and Precin&s of the ſaid City.divers Liberties Priviledgts;& Franchiſes tollowing, 
to wit, To be of themſclves one Body Corporate and Politick, in the Name of the Mayor 
and Commonalty and Citizens of the City of London , and by the ſame Name to im- 
plead and be impleaded, to anſwer and be anſwered 3 And alſo to have a Sherift of the 
City and County of the City of, London, and to Nominate and Ele& out of thernſclves 
two perſons, One to be the Sheriff of the City aforeſaid, and of the County of the ſame 
City, and him ſo nominated and elected to prefer and conſtitute Sherift of the City 
aforclaid and of the County of the ſaid City, for the Execution and RecurnFF all Breve's, 
Bills, and Precepts of our Lord the King, tor the adminiſtration and tion of the 
Juſtice within the City aforeſaid, ' and County of the ſame City, P. egccuted and 
done, and to do and exccute all and every the other things withm the Cit aforeſaid, 


and County of the ſame, that belong to the Office of a Sheriff: And alſo to Nominate, 
Ele& and Conftitute Azozber perſon ont of themſelves for the Sheriff of the County of 


Middleſex, for the ſaid County toferve as Sheriff for the-ſame, and to execute there and 
make-xeturn of all Breve's, Bills and Precepts of our Lord the King within the County of 
Middleſex aforeſaid.for the adminiſtration & execution of Juſtice, without any Commitſh- 
on or Letters Patents obtained or to be obtained from our Lord the King on that behalf : 
And alſo,that the Mayor & Aldermen ot the ſaid City, have been Juttices of our Lord the 
King to keep the Peace within the faid City, and to hold Scfſions of the Peace and Fleas 
of the Crown within the ſaid City, and all the Felonics, Riots and unlawful Conven- 
ticles within the ſaid City, tb enquire into, hear and determine by their own proper au- 
thority, without any Commitſhon or other Authority from our Lord the King granted or 
obtained on that behalf. All and every of which Liberties, Priviledges, and Franchiſes, 
the ſaid Mayor and Commonalty and Citizens of the City of London atoreſaid, for all 
the ſaid time, have uſurped , and do (till uſurp over our ſaid Lord the King , to the 
contempt of our ſaid Lord the King , and to the great damage and prejudice of his 
Prerogative Royal. Whereupon the ſaid Attorney-General of our Lord the King,doth 
defire for our ſaid Lord the King the Advice of this Court in the premiſſes,and due courſe 
of Law to be made againſt the ſaidMayor and Commonalty and Citizens of the City of 
London aforeſaid on this behalf, to anſwer our ſaid Lord the King, By what Warrant they 
claim to have, uſe and enjoy the Liberties, Priviledges, and Franchiſes aforeſaid, &c.
